New York,*Sept. 19 (A.P.).—Edwin 
T. Meredith today said the withdrawal 
of William G. McAdoo as an aspirant 
for the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation had given Gov. Alfred E. Smith 
of New York, an advantage that could 
be offset best by dry progressives of 
the party selecting a new leader within 
the next 30 days. 

Meredith, who was Secretary of Ag- 
riculture under President Wilson, sug- 
gested as leaders to fill McAdoo’s place, 
Newton D. Baker, Senator Thomas I. 
Walsh, of Montana; Joseph T. Rob- 
inson, of Arkansas, and Cordell Hull, 
of Tennessee. Senator Walsh’s selec- 
tion, Meredith said, would be accepted 
as a proof of an absence of religion as 
a real issue within the party. 

The mechanism for selecting a suc- 
cessor to McAdoo for dry progressive 
leadership also was suggested by Mere- 
dith. He said a conference should be 
called soon and the leader chosen by 
the dry progressives thus assembled. 
He will not issue such a call himself. 


Would Stress Prohibition. 


Meredith said prohibition and farm 
relief are the most important issues be- 
fore the country. The Democrats can 
win, in his opinion, however, by stress- 
ing prohibition and the failure of the 
Republican administration to enforce 
it. He is convinced that the majority 
of the Democratic party as well as the 
Republican party is dry.

Gatherings 


Are Quiet. 


Paris, Sept. 19 (A.P.)—American and 
French flags were torn down, several 
shots fired and a lot of noses punched 
in an anti-American Legion demonstra- 
tion at Clichy today. The extremists 
had gathered at this place outside the 
city because of the police precautions 
taken to prevent demonstrations in 
Paris. Clichy is a Communist com- 
munity and the place where the Reds 
gather regularly on Sunday, and police 
only interfere when trouble starts. 

The extremists as a protest against 
the American Legion parade rechristen- 
ed a small square “Place Sacco-Vanzet- 
ti.” They paraded with red flags and 
wore mourning bands. The Commun- 
ist deputy, Vaillant-Couturier and 
others of the leaders addressed them 
and spent nearly four hours expressing 
themselves against “the Fascist troops” 
of the legion and against “the Sacco- 
Vanzetti executioners.” 

The French and American flags were 
torn down from stores where the# were 
hung and others were taken from 
passing taxicabs, many of which have 
displayed them since the legionnaires 
came to France. The Communist 
crowd ran afoul of the police in front 
of a flag-bedecked store and one re- 
volver shot was fired through a win- 


dow. There was no one to identify 
.the culprits in any of these cases for 
the police, but four alleged ringleaders 
were jailed. 

Three small riots occurred in all, but 
the police promptly squelched them. 
Their strong-arm squads rushed out of 
the side streets where they had been 
held in readiness for such an emer- 
gency. There were many craeked heads 
and bloody noses, but the police policy 
in such affairs is always to allow the 
rioters to get away when they show a 
disposition to run and are able to run, 
unless some definite charge can be 
preferred against them. 

The Communistic extremist com- 
munities had announced counter-de- 
monstrations for Legion day and a 
number of them were held. There was 
no disorder, however, except at Clichy 
and in many cases the advertised 
meetings collapsed because there were 
too few persons attending. The big- 
gest meeting was held at St. Etienne 
where the crowd was estimated at 
1,000. Parades were permitted no- 
where and these meetings were always 
overshadowed by patriotic and official 


observances in honor of the legion 
which in many cases had been organ- 
ized in order to overbalance Com- 
munist outbursts.

Cleveland, Sept. 19 (A.P.).—A moth- 
er's hope, banked on the old adage “blood 
will tell,” was shattered tonight when 
she learned that masters of the medical 
profession agreed in conference today 
that “blood would not tell” whether the 
baby girl she nurses is her child. 

Mrs. Sam Smith continued to insist 


that the baby girl in her arms had been 
given to her by hospital officials as the 
result of a shuffle a week after she gave 
birth to.a boy. 

Leading Cleveland physicians and 
blood specialists called into conference 
by Judge Carl V. Weygandt, of common 
pleas court, decided today that medical 
science could not conclusively prove 
that Mrs.~Sam Smith is the mother of 
the girl she nurses, and that blood 
tests, would serve only as flimsy evi- 
dence of the child’s parentage. 

Blood tests and other medical tests 
will be applied to the mother and child, 
however, in the hope that some clew 
might be found to establish the baby’s 
parentage. Drs. John G. Spencer. Clyde 
O. Cummer, Herbert L. Koeckert, W. D 
Clendenning and Garry C. Myers were 
the physicians at the conference. 


Blood Tests Belittled. 


“At such an early time after birth 
it is impossible to tell the race or other 
facts leading to the identity of the 
parents of a child by blood tests,” Dr. 
Koeckert declared. “It would be tragic 
to give a blood test and decide that the 
child was Mrs. Smith’s daughter and 
then discover later that a mistake had 
been made. Evidence that medical 
science: can offer in this case is too 
flimsy.” 

“Blood tests,’”’ Dr. Cummer, who will 
conduct the tests, said, “can not prove 
that the child is the daughter of Mrs. 
Smith, but they can prove that she is 
not.” It was on this hope to a clew 
that the decision to conduct blood tests 
was made. 

Dr. Clendenning, who, with Dr. C. 
Wingate Todd, will make an examina- 
tion of physical characteristics of 
mother and child, declared he would 
“pin his faith on physical resem- 
blances” as the most exact method, 
but added that no definite proof could 
be made in less than a year. 

Dr. Spenzer. suggested physical ex- 
amination for characteristics between 
mother and child, but added that he 
believed the nurse and interne, who 
were comparatively inexperienced, made 
a mistake when they informed Mrs. 


| Smith her child was a boy. 


Suggestions Held Worthless, 


Hundreds of letters have poured in 
from all corners of the Nation and from 
several foreign countries, written by 
physicians, specialists, palmists and fa- 
natics, suggesting methods of determin- 
ing the child's parentage. Experts ex- 
amining the suggestions turned over 
to them by Judge Weygandt say that 
most are worthless and without foun- 
dation. 

Meantime, Mrs. Sam Smith, convinced 
that one of the other Smith mothers, 
who are nursing baby boys born on 
the same day her child was born, has 
her boy, “Gece-ge Smith,” refused to 
leave Fairview Park Hospital. The other 
Mrs. Smiths hold that they have their 
own sons and shudder at the suggestion 
of possible separation.

THE “HOT DOGS” DAY. 

The famous Scarsdale hot dog case comes Up 
On July 12, the Scars- 
dale town board passed an ordinance prohibit- 

ing the sale of hot dogs within 1,000 feet of 

any school building.

A PLEASANT DUTY. 


The newest wrinkle in prohibition enforce- 
ment has to do with seasonal-sectional drives 
against bootleggers and rum _ runners. It 
seems, according to Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Lowman, that liquor smuggling is 
much more prevalent during the summer 
months in New England, and that those whose 
profession it is to supply Nquid nourishment 
to the thirsty legions follow the crowds to the 
sunny Southland in the winter. Therefore, 
Federal prohibition forces will be augmented 
and strengthened during the next few months 
south of the Mason-Dixon line, and the extra 
personnel will ‘‘follow the swallows” in more 
ways than one, to New England and the Great 
Lakes country when summer comes. 

The strategy of prohibition enforcement is 
becoming as much of a science as the strategy 
of war. On one side are the forces of the 
Treasury, marshaled for the time being under 
the generalship of Mr. Lowman. Against them 
stand the hundreds of thousands of bootleg- 
gers, big and little, with amply money at their 
disposal, with the best of equipment, and 
guided by invisible figures whose mental ability 
best demonstrated by the fact that never 
since the advent of the eighteenth amendment 
has there been even a minor liquor shortage. 
With swords and matched wits, the 
battles, strategic and actual, between the Govy- 
ernment and the bootleggers, continue apace.

ALASKA SALMON. 

Commissioner O’Malley, of the Bureau of 
Fisheries of the Department of Commerce; in 
the exercise of his‘authority over the fisheries 
of Alaska, decided that ‘in the interest of the 
future supply of salmon for the canneries, it 
would be necessary to close down the. catch 
earlier in the season than usual. This deci- 
sion led to a vigorous protest from the cannery 
owners, who declare that the pack of 1927 


will fall far below the requirements of the 


trade, which thus far is scarcely more than 
50 per cent of that of last-year: 

There -has been much talk of an appeal to 
President Coolidge to use his authority to help 
the fishermen and the packers who are threat- 


ened, according to the reports from $outh- 


eastern Alaska, with near starvation on: the 
one hand and with heavy financial loss on the 
part of the canning industry. But the trouble

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remedy, in that it is due to the unexplained 
falling off in the supply of the fish. This may 
be, and probably is, due to the seismic up- 
heavals which have occurred in the north 
Pacific in recent months, which some scientific 
observers assert has caused millions of the 
fish to die far from their spawning grounds, 
and which, unless steps are taken to prevent 
the destruction of others on their way to 
spawning grounds this season may make it 
necessary to prohibit the taking of any salmon 
whatever in the waters of Alaska for a period 
of years. 


In view of the serious menace to the future 
of the industry, it is not at all likely that the 
administration will comply with the demands 
made by the canners and the fishermen of 
Alaska. Nor is there a present prospect that 
the Canadian fishermen ,will have an advantage 
over their neighbors, for the Fish Commission 
is advised that the authorities of British Co- 
lumbia have followed the example of the 
United States to the extent of prohibiting -the 
taking of the fish entirely during certain speci- 
fied days and are considering the advisability 
of further restrictions. Like the American 
canners the Canadians have been unable to 


‘approach their packing operations of last year 


by 60 per cent. Also like their American 
neighbors of the Northwest they, too, are 
threatened with the entire loss of their in- 
dustry unless steps are promptly taken to as- 


sure future generations of salmon. 


MOLLY COTTONTAIL’S 


ALIASES. 


When Papa Bunting started out to shoot a 
rabbit in order that he might obtain a fur 
skin in which to encase the juvenile member 
of his family, he did not try to make Mrs. 
Bunting believe that he had obtained for her 
‘an Australian seal,’ or a “Baltic fox.’’ He 
brought home the rabbit skin and presented 
it for what it really was, according to Mother 
Goose. 

Not so many years ago the newspapers of 
England, as well as those on this side of the 
Atlantic, were full of stories of the depreda- 
tions of the rabbits in Australia, which were 
reported to have multiplied so rapidly that 
they had become a serious menace to the crops 
of the entire continent. The colonial govern- 
ment was said to have been forced to take 
drastic steps to abolish the nuisance, and boun- 
ties were ofiered for the slaughter of the pests. 
Later came reporis of the shipment to Europe 
of frozen rabbit flesh, which found a ready 
market in many countries where meat is some- 
thing of a luxury. 

Later Northern readers were regaled with 
reports of great jack rabbit drives in Okla- 
homa, Texas and other sections of the South- 
west. Still later every one remembers that the 
fad for raising Belgian hares spread from the 
Atlantic the Mississippi. But in recent 
years nothing heard of the rabbit 
pest of Australia, the jack rabbit coursing in 
Oklahoma or Belgian hares in the District of 
Columbia, and the silence might lead to the 
conclusion that the has disappeared, 
around Easter time. 

However, the Biological Survey of the De- 
partment of Agriculture was not fooled by the 
let-up in rabbit On the the 
survey has been doing some intensive investi- 
gating and as a result reports that the rabbit 
is a very important adjunct to the business of 
the furriers. In fact, without the skins of 
the animal which the late Mr. Bunting sought 
in order to get a garment for his child, there 
would be a regular debacle in the fur trade. 
3ut bunny skins are not sold. under their own 
names. On the contrary, they appear under 
more aliases than a criminal court judge hears 
in the course of a The fur worker of 
today can do more with a rabbit pelt, in the 
way of making fur garments, than the French 
cook of Capt. Marryatt could in producing 
various meats out of the carcass of one small 
pig. 

Some of the names under which the humble 
rodent appears in the fashionable of 
the world, for he has invaded every country, 
are given by the survey as squirreline, electric 
beaver, electric mole, meskin ermine, sealette, 
cony, Baltic black fox and even Baltic lion. 
There is scarcely a member of the fur-produc- 
ing animal kingdom which has not furnished 
an alias for the former covering of Molly Cot- 
tontail and her sisters, her cousins and her 
aunts.

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POOR BUSINESS METHODS. 


The public may well question the mentality 
of those connected with the ‘“‘big busineéss”’ of 
pugilism.

Blast at Old Forge, Pa., Held 
Reprisal for Crusade 


Against Vice. 

Old Forge, Pa., Sept. 19 (A.P.).—Re- 
prisal for his antivice crusade was be- 
lieved by th* authorities today to have 
been the motive for the dynamiting 
yesterday of the home of Burgess Frank 
Berger. Investigation had convinced 
them, officials said, that the local

After that I always 
followed the same plan and was not 
troubled any more with nosebleed. I 
have no idea how to explain this mat- 
ter technically, but in my case at least 
there evidently was a definite connec- 
tion between the condition of the liver 
and the nosebleeds.

There is one risk in the treatment 
you made use of. It may cause consti- 
pation, and that is worse than nose- 
bleed. 

You were cured. That is fixed, let us 
say. Neither your speculation nor mine 
may be of value, but that is more or 
less Outside the main issue. 

My speculation as to the cause is 
as follows: You were having nosebleed 


because blood was being supplied a 
little in advance of wear. Nosebleed 
helped the blood destroying machinery 
to keep up with the supply. Nose- 
bleed and bleeding from piles serve that 
purpose at times. 


You and Slavin took laxatives and 
in that way made nose bleeding un- 
necessary so far as your machinery 
was concerned.

UNWANTED HAIR 


ARY L., Miss Anxious, Betty and 
many other correspondents will 
find their questions concerning 
superfluous hair answered herewith. 
It is not unnatural for a girl or wom- 
an to have fine, almost invisible down 
on the lower part of the face; and, if 
only the greaseless type of cleansers are 
used and no stimulation is afforded 
this light growth, even the woman with 
a natural tendency toward superfluous 
hair need have no worries. Perhaps the 
only offending spot is directly over the 
lips. Here the hair may be satisfac- 
torily bleached. A mixture of equal 
parts of hydrogen peroxide, fresh lem- 
on juice and spirits of ammonia, when 
patted with absorbent cotton on the 
growth once a day and allowed to dry, 
will turn the hair to such a light color 
that it becomes practically invisible. 
This solution can not possibly stimu- 
late the hair roots. However, neither 
can it be warranted to be a permanent 
relief. Frankly, the only lasting relief 
that has proven satisfactory is the de-: 
stroying of the hair papillae by the elec- 
tric needle—electrolysis. When one 
understands that the ‘fine needle must 
be plunged into the skin and must 
strike the hair root in an exact way 
in order to be effective, it becomes

from growing up above the surface of 
the skin. This method should not be 
employed on the face at all, and it 
would be irritating under the arms. 


Millie: Read the advice above. I can 
not recommend electrolysis experts by 
name. 

If your skin chaps easily, you should 
use a cleansing oil and a nondrying 
powder base (not vanishing cream). 


Your chapped hands should be care- 
fully dried each time they are washed 
and a softening lotion should be 
worked into the skin. Many good lo- 
tions of this kind are obtainable in 
drug stores. 

If you use curlers without sharp 
edges and roll your hair over them 
carefully, I do not think it would harm 
your hair to put it up every other night, 
if you wish to do so. 

At 15 your friend should leave cos- 
metics alone. Plenty of exercise, the 
right foods and cleanliness inside and 
out will give her the clear skin that is 
the due of youth.

Tonight. 


;MUSIC TO BE BROADCAST 


A new series of “Great Moments in 
History” will be heard for the first 
time this season at 7 o’clock tonight 
from WRC. The resumption of this 
popular program will be with Henry 
Fisk Carlton’s radio arrangement of 
“The Execution of Nathan Hale.” Hale 
will be remembered as the Connecticut 


schoolmaster, a hero of the American 
Revolutionary War, famed for his 
declaration just before he was hanged, 
“I regret that I have but one life to 
lose for my country.” 

The Crystal studio in Madison Square 
Garden in New York, where the fourth 
annual radio world’s fair is in session, 
will be the scene of the Eveready Hour 
tonight at 8 o'clock. The program will 
be furnished by the Eveready Salon 
Orchestra, directed by Nathaniel Shil- 
kret.

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SUPPLY OF ALCOHOL 
~~ JO BE CUT DOWN 


Commissioner Doran Plans 
to Check Supplies to 


Bootleggers. 
(Associated Press.) 
Steps looking to rigid control of the 
amount of industrial alcohol used in 


the country and its subsequent reduc- 
tion annually by 5,000,000 to 10,000,000 
gallons were decided upon yesterday 
by the Prohibition Bureau. 

At the same time, Commissioner Do- 
ran announced that under regulations 
to be put into effect January 1 pro- 
viding for this change, he hoped to get 
at the source of supplies leaking to 
bootleg channels. At present about 
95,000,000 gallons are used a year by 
industrial concerns and the. commis- 
sioner said control of this alcohol 
would be attempted under a section 
of the Volstead act providing that 
while the output should be ample for 
commercial needs it should not jeopar- 
dize the interests of the Government. 

Action looking to curtailment of ex- 
penses in enforcement also was seen 
in the announced appointment of John 
L. Keddy and Edward E. Berney, in- 
vestigators of the Federal Bureau of 
Efficiency, as field supervisors of pro- 
hibition. They will assist dry adminis- 
trators in an effort to “get real econo- 
my in the enforcement business,” Dr. 
Doran sald.

FORTY-TWO YEARS 
WASHINGTONS FAVORITE 
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HIGHT, SLAYER, TO.AID 
MAS, OWEETIN IN TRIAL 


Former Clergyman Had Been 
Taken From Prison as 
a State Witness. 


NOW FRIENDLY TO HER 


Mount Vernon, Ill., Sept. 19 (A.P.).— 
Although brought here as a witness for 
the State, Lawrence M. Hight, former 
clergyman now serving a life term in 
Chester prison for the poison murder 
of Wilford Sweetin, may testify for the 
defense in the second trial of Mrs. 
Elsie Sweetin on a charge of being his 
accomplice in the murder. 

This became evident_foday when At- 
torney Robert E. Smith, for Mrs. 
Sweetin, asked the court to enter an 
order that Hight be held in jail here 
until the close of the trial. 

“We may want him as our witness; 
we probably will,” Smith told the court. 

The probability of Hight being used 
as a State witness was lessened after 
State’s Attorney Joe Frank Allen and 
Special Prosecutor Frank G. Thomp- 
son held a long conference with Hight 
at the jail last night. 

Attorneys for the prosecution refused 
to comment on Hight’s present attitude 
toward the woman with whom the 
State charged he conspired to poison 
her husband and his wife so the pair 
might be married, but it is understood 
Hight is now friendly toward Mrs. 
Sweetin and is reluctant to take the 
stand against her. 

Hight is said to feel there is a possi- 
bility that lf she were acquitted at the 
present trial it might.create sympathy 
for him and bring about some modi- 
fication of his sentence. Tried jointly 
three years ago, Hight received a life 
term and Mrs. Sweetin 35 years. Mrs. 
Sweetin appealed and was granted a 
new trial, but Hight did not appeal. 

When court opened today the attor- 
neys asked that they be given 30 min- 
utes to talk to Hight, who had been 
brought here late Sunday. This was 
granted, and after the interview Attor- 
ney Smith made his request.

to Jump back. A moment later she 
Said “two of the agents carried the 
wounded Fisher to the automobile,” 
Meantime, she said, Brewer advanc- 
ed toward the house and Gundlach. 

“While Mr. Gundlach was sitting on 
the ground, she said. Mr. Brewer came 
up and shot him. He then stepped 
over the body and came into the house. 

“How dare you walk over my dead 
husband’s body after yor. have killed 
him, and he said, ‘Well, he killed one 
of our men,’” the widow testified. 

The story of the agents, Brewer, Cor- 
nett and Jackley, was very different from 
that of Mrs. Gundlach. They said that 
Fisher approached the house to notify 
Gundlach that he and the others were 
going to search the premises. Fisher, 
they said, saw Gundlach cock a shot- 
gun and he cried out, “Put up that 
gun, old man; don’t be crazy, we are 
Federal agents.” 


Brewer Admits Shooting. 


were, thereupon, they said. Gundlach 
started to lift his gun. He fired, they 
said, as Fisher was backing away; 
Fisher returned the fire, it was said, 
and Jackley and Brewer joined him. 
Cornett did not have ae revolver. 
Brewer admitted he fired two shots at 
Gundlach and also that he fired the 
last shot. He denied, however, that he 
fired at Gundlach while he was on the 
ground. 

State’s Attorney Dorsey caused a stir 
in the courtroom while he was inter- 
rogating Brewer. “Have you ever heard 
that Gundlach accused you of having 
an interest in a still that was raided 
recently?” he asked Brewer. 

“Yes, sir,” Brewer said, “I also have 
heard that he threatened to kill me.” 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 
State’s Attorney Dorsey asked that 
Brewer be held without bail and that 
Jackley be held in $2,000 bail. 


Act Called Brutal. 


“The State contends that the bullet 
that struck Gundlach’s eye was the 
fatal shot and that it was fired by 
Brewer,’”’ Dorsey said. “We submit, your 
honor, that the taking of Gundlach’s 
life while he was lying wounded on 
the ground was unnecessary and un- 
called for and was a wanton and brutal 
act on the part of Agent Brewer. 

“There is an ancient principle of 
law that a man’s house, no matter how 
humble, is his castle. Gundlach was 
killed in defense of his home, and the 
State believes that his attempt to de- 
fend his home was not unjustified.” 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Forrest declared Gundlach was a 
“maniac” and that the agents were 
justified in shooting at him. He asked 
that they all be released. 

After he had ordered Brewer lodged 
in jail and Jackley’s bond placed at 
$2,080, Justice Duke said that if it had 
not been for Mr. Dorsey’s recommenda- 
tion he would have held all of the 
agents. 

In addressing the grand jury today, 
Chief Judge W. Mitchell Diggs, of the 
Seventh judicial district, prepared the 
‘jurors for the Gundlach case. The 
jurors will take up the case tomorrow. 

“There has been a killing in your 
county,” he said, “and about this the 
court does not intend to comment at 
any length. The American system of 
government is essentially a government 
of law and not of men. All men are 
bound by the law. The law governs 
officers of the law in their relations 
with the people as well as the relations 
of the people with each other. Every 
officer of the State and National Gov- 
ernment is subject to the laws. This 
is necessary, otherwise there would be 
acts, the cost of envy, hatred or malice 
on the part of unscrupulous officers 


beyond the pale of the law. 
) 


Inquiry Ie Ordered. 


“You are to investigate all matters 
where there appear to have been a vio- 
lation of the law. Ali laws are im- 
portant. There must not be any 
promiscuous disregard of any law. 
Whether a particular law meets with 
your personal approval or not it is 
your duty, regardless of your private 
approval or disapproval, to present and 


been violated. This applies to all mat- 
ters which are contrary to the laws and 
which come to your knowledge.” 

This historic town, the oldest in 

Maryland, and named after Benedict 
Leonard Calvert, can not be described as 
being tense as a result of the death of 
Gundlach, but it is, to say the least, 
considerably aroused. So far as pro- 
hibition goes, the town votes wet; but 
its citizens declare it is one of the 
most law-abiding towns in the United 
States. 
In the 275 years of its history, it was 
pointed out here today, there has been 
only one murder, that of Joseph Henry 
Ching, prominent attorney, whose slain 
body was found outside of his home 
here about two years ago. 


Beer Destroyed in Raid. 


Gundlach, who was of German par- 
entage, was, like his ancestors, ex- 
tremely fond of beer, and he did not 
try to hide the fact that he made it 
and drank it. About a month before 
he was killed prohibition agents de- 
stroyed several cases of home brew 
which they foundinhishouse.

“No Switch of Referees,” 


Says Pennsylvania Board 


Philadelphia, Sept. 19 (A.P.).—Jack 
Dempsey’s intimation in his “open 
letter” to Getrie Tunney that there was 
an eleventh hour switch of referees by 
the Pennsylvania State Athletic Com- 
mission for the heavyweight title bout

62,719 Children Registered 
on First Day of New 
Term. 


NUMBER 1,405 MORE 
THAN FOR YEAR AGO 


BAtfres Exceed Accommoda- 
tions in Some of the 
Institutions. 


Vacation days are Just a memory now 
to Washington school children, for yes- 
terday the stern doors of learning were 
flung open for a new school year, and 
exactly 62,719 students entered. The 
high total surpassed all expectations 
of school officials, and broke previous 
records for the opening day of school. 

Enrollment figures were 1,405 in ex- 
cess of last year, according to returns 
telephoned in to the Franklin admin- 
istration offices by building principals. 
This increase is twice the normal year’s 
growth, and officials were at a loss to 


account for the condition. Assistant 
Superintendent Robert L. Haycock 
pointed out, however, that favorable 
weather conditions and the fact that 
@ new Congress convenes in December 
were factors. 


High Schools Crowded. 


Scanning enrollment returns, Assist- 
ant Superintendent of Schools Stephen 
E. Kramer declared all white high 
achools in: the city have capacity regis- 
tration with exception of Western. 
Conditions are seriously crowded at 
Eastern, where the 1,823 enrollment is 
205 in excess of last year. Central High 
School, designed to accommodate 2,200 
children, has enrolled 2,531. 

Complete graded school figures indi- 
cated an enrollment of 34,000 in the 
white schools as compared with 33,614 
last year. Registration of 19,524 in col- 
ored schools showed an increase of 458 
over the opening day of last term. 
There was a falling off, however, in 
colored high school enrollment, Dun- 
bar’s registration dropping 118 behind 
last year’s, and Armstrong showing an 
increase of only 28, 

While enrollment in the Wilson and 
Miner Normal Schools was 127 less than 
in 1926, Assistant Superintendent 
Kramer declared he had expected even 
a larger drop as a direct result of in- 
creasing the normal school course from 
two to three years, andthe appoint- 
ment of only eighteen teachers from 
last year’s graduation l’~‘s. 

As had been expected, congestion de- 
veloped yesterday at the E. V. Brown 
School, where 957 were registered as 
against 878 last-year. Instead of the 
predicted increase at the John Eaton, 
there was a falling off of 62 students, 
Assistant Superintendent Haycock said.

Two Additions Opened.

PROGRESS REPORTED 
AT TRAINING SCHOOL 


New District Institution Now 
Has 135 Acres in 
Cultivation. 


Rapid progress in the development of 
the new District Training School at 
Annapolis Junction, Md., was described 
in the annual report of the institution 
for the last fiscal year, submitted yes- 
terday to the Board of Public Wel- 
fare. 

Three new dormitory buildings were 
occupied during the year. A _ large 
amount of clearing and other work 
was done by employes and inmates. 
The school now has 135 acres of farm 
land under cultivation. Last year all 
the green vegetables consumed were 
raised on the farm and in addition 
2,000 bushels of corn on the cob and 
1,050 bushels of potatoes were har- 
vested. 

Additional appropriatoins are urged 
to hire thre’ new grade and three new 
industrial teachers, the report saying: 

“Any institution of this type that 
does not train those placed in its care 
certainly fails of its purpose.” 

Money is asked for to build a bridge 
across the Little Patuxent River to 
facilitate travel from the school to the 
farm and for erection of a home near 
the main buildings for the superin- 
tendent, who now lives four miles dis- 
tant. 


Marines in Nicaragua 
Disperse Armed Band 


United States marines have engaged 
in another encounter with a Nicara- 
guan band, which was dispersed after 
the leader, Francisco Barrios, was 
killed. Part of the gang, Rear Admiral 
Sellers reported yesterday, is believed 
to have joined the leader Saadino, 
who is reported to be in the nearby 
mountains with a company of about 50 
men. 

“There is lawlessness existing along 
the Puerto Cabezas Railroad,” the ad- 
miral’s report said. “A marine patrol 
has been placed at the terminal of this 
railroad. The marine guard from the 
United States gunboat Tulsa has been 
landed temporarily at Bragman’s Bluff, 
on the eastern coast of Nicaragua, to 
reinforce the marines now stationed at 
that place.”

DECLARED EXACT 


Meteorologist Explains New 
Method at Meeting of In- 
surance Men. 


General weather conditions in any 
section of the world can now be pre- 
dicted accurately during any season if 
past weather records have been estab- 
lished, Herbert J. Browne, meteorologist, 
yesterday stated at a meeting of the 
cyclone section of the National Associa- 
tion of Mutual Insurance Companies 
which is holding a joint convention 
with the Federation of Mutual Fire In- 
surance Companies in the Mayflower 
hotel. 

These conditions, he stated, can be 
predicted within a degree of accuracy 
more precise than that of the day to 
day forecasting of the official weather 
bureaus of the world as to the tempera- 
ture changes and the volume of pre- 
cipitation.
